Homas Wentworth, Earle of Strafford, 
| and Lord Deputy of /7elaxd, a moſt 
Doe Wiſe, Prudent, and Honourable 

nee! States-Man ; Deſcended from the 
[lluftrious Family of the wentworths in York- 
ſhire, and Educated according to the Great- 
neſs of his Birti : He was at firſt a great 
ſtickler againſt the Prerogative, untill allu- 
red by Courr-Preferment he turned Royalilt, 
being by King Charles the Firſt , for his great 
Parts made Baron Wentworth of Raby, and 
employed in diverſe Offices of Truſt , which 
he diſcharged with great Honour and Faith- 
fulneffe ; Sothas his Deſerts ſyan ——

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him trom one degree of Honour to anpther; 
till at laſt, he was made Lord Lievrenant of 
Ireland, in which Government he exceeded 
all that went betorc him, in the Caretul Ma- 
nagement of the Afﬀeairs of that Realm, Re- 
clatraing the /r;ſþtrom many of their Barba- 
rous Cuitomes, and reducing them to the 
Engliſh civility, ſuppreſſing their Out-Lawes 
and 1orics, and bringing them to pertect, 
entire Obedience tothe Kings Authority and 
Laws, He much advanced the Proteſtant 
Religion, and ſctled a conſtant Revenue for 
the Clergy of that Kingdom, and made ſo 
good a procedure in what he undertook, that 
had not thoſe Difloyal Times of Confuſion 
fallen out, nc doubt he had attained his Ends, 
and ſcrled that Kingdom in a moſt flouriſh- 
ing condition, 

The Scotch War (bcing the Prologue to all 
our late Troubles) breaking out, he was ſent 
fr out of reland, to Adviic with the King 
about thoſe Troubles, which ſo unpreparedly 
had ſurprized him ; To which work he Con- 
tributed his Head, Hands and Purſe, -advan- 
cing by ſubſcription Twenty Thouſand 
Pound, as a Coppy tor the reit of the Nobi- 
liry to write after : Inthis Expedition he was 
made Licytenant General, and was very

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cager to Fight with the Scots ; But the Eng- 
liſb being dcteared at Newborp , and Petitions 
ſucceeding for an accommodation, a Ceſſa- 
tion followed, and foon after that, a Parlia- 
ment, which was Suammoned by the Adviſe 
of rhis Earle, and the Arch-Biſhop cf Can- 
terbury ; where the very firftthing of Con- 
ſequence that was done, was g Charge of 
High Treafon Exhibited againtt this Earle 
by the Houle ot Commons, confiſting of 
—_ Eight Articles, whereupon, he was 
Sequettred from fitting as a Peer, and foo 
after commirred to the Uſher of the Black 
Rod, and forothe Tower, His Tryal quick- 
ly after enſyed, which was done with great 
Solemnity in Weſtmriniter-Hal, the Earle of 
Arundal being Lord High Steward : The ſub- 
{tance of his Articles were , That he had Emn- 
deawoured to ſubroert the Fundamental Lawes and 
Governments of England az4 Ireland : That he 
had done ill Offices betwixt the King and the Scors, 
and betwixt the King and his SubjeQts of thes 
K ingdom : That ve bad Adwviſed the King, to bring 
wp the Army out of the North, and over-awe the 
Parliament : And that he had informed his Majeſty 
that he bad an Army of Ten Thouſand Men it 
Ireland, ready to be Tranfported for the ſame Ser- 
wite; His. — were Pm, St, Jebur, 

Tz White 
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Whitlock, Sir Walter Earles, Serjant Glyn, May- 
ward, Strowa, Ms. Selden, Hambaen, fc, but 
the Earle detended himielt fo Bravely and* 
Learnedly, that the Lords, Conicious of his 
Innocency, would not find the Bill ; Where- 
fore the Commons tecing they could not 
ſpeed that way, drew - Bill of Artainder, 
and preſentcd it to the Lords, declaring the 


matter of Fact to have been tuthcicntly pro- 
ved, and that as to Law, he had incurred the 
Cenſurc of Treaſon; But the Lords adjudged 
this a ſtrange way ot Procceding, unſutable 
to their own Satcty, and againit Common 
Juſtice z Whereupan the Londoners came 


down in Tumulrs,ſtupped the LordsCoaches, 
menacing to polt up the Names of thoſe who 
favoured him under the Title of Strafor- 
dans , and with an impetuous Cry of Ju- 
fticc, trighted many of the Peers toaſſent to 
che Bill ; ſohard a task had his Blood-thirfty 
Encmies to bercave him of his Life, which 
yet notwithſtanding paſſed bur by the plura- 
lity of Seven Voices againſt him. 

Burt the hardeſt matter was to get the 
Kings affent, who very much declined it, and 
in a ſet Speech, cleared the Earle from any 
deſign of Treaſon, or conſulting to any Ar- 
Yrcary Governupent ; Bug beipg over-per- 
lwaggg 
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The Loyal Martyrologie, » 
iwaded by the dangers that were repreſent- 
cd as inevitable conſequents of his retuſal ; 
bur principally being deſired by the Earle 
himiclt ro fatishe the Parliament , though 
with his own blood ; His Majeſty after Ad- 
viſc with the Bithops, ſigned that Faral Bill, 
which afterwards proved the Axe againſt his 
own Lite. 

[hus fell this Noble Earle, being one of 
the Chict Pillars and Baſis ot this Nation, 
without whoſe Ruine the Grandees of the 
Faction knew it a hard matter to Effect or 
Accomplith any thing ; fuch an Abſolute, 
Rare, Honeſt and Loyal Maſter-Picce of Rea- 
ſon and Prudence, as this pteſent Age ſaw 
not, and well will it be for the next, it it may 
compare and parallel him, He was Bcheaded 
May 12. 1641. being the Pro-to-Marrtyr of 
the Late Times,

Aſter Robert Teamans, and Maſter George 
Bowcher, two Worthy Loyal Citizens 

of Briftol, of good Eſteem, Plentiful Eſtates 
and known Integrity ; Maſter Yeoman was 
Sheriff of that City in the Year 1642, being 
but the year before his Execrable Murther. 
B 3 Maſter 
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Maſter George Bowcher was an Able, Pious, 
Loyal GCenticman, whom his very Enemics 
conteſt to be a Religious Man, Theſe Two 
Loyal Perſons, iceing the miſerable condi- 
tion of thoſe Places where tlic Rebells Ruled; 
Entered into a Conlultation with tome 
others, how todeltiver the City ot Br:/tol1n- 
to Prince Rvp-ris hands; and thereupon it 
was retolved, that upon Munday, Afarch 7. 
1642, Princc Rupert with ſome Forces ſhould 
draw down towards the City, whilſt they 
within would Scize the Courts of Guard,and 
open the Gates,and by Ringing St. Johns, and 
St. Michaels Bells, give htm notice thereot ; 
Accordingly Prince Rupert came by Five ot 
the Clock the ſame morning, expecting the 
Signal; but the Contederacy being diico- 
vered, thoſe Two Gallant Gentlemen, with 
ſome others were apprehended ; and after 
Eleven Weeks hard Impriſonment, brought 
to their 'Tryal at a Council of War, where 
by Frenzes the Governour, and others of that 
Gang, they were Condemned to Dye ; and 
ſoon after, notwithſtanding the King, and 
his Generals Mandates, and Threats ot Reta- 
liation, having with great patience endured 
the Scorns, and Barbarous Inſulcations of the 
Enemy, who conginually purſued them with 
Threars 
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Threats and Revilings ; they were on May 30. 
1643. barbarouſly murthcred ; Mailer Teo- 
mans vroteiting at his death, That if he had 
more lroes, he wonl{ſucrifice them all to bis Syuts 
rargn in that way, And Malicr Bowcher in his 
lait Spcech, exhorted all chole who had fer 
their hands to the Plow, (meaning the dc- 
tence of the Kings Cautc) nor to be terrified 
by their Sufferings, and therefore to with- 
draw. Their bodies were atterwards de- 
cently Enterred in the ſame City , whole 
Names ſhall be had in everlaſting remem- 
brance, whilſt thoſe who murthered them 
* ſhall ror and periſh in intamy,

After Tomb/ns, and Maſter Chaloner, the 
YA one Cark of the Queens Council, 
the other a Linnen-Draper in Corn-h1l, two 
perſons of Eminent Loyalty and A , 
who ſeeing the whole Kingdom running/to 
ruine by the Seditious practiſes of the Rebel:, 
procured a Commitlsion from the King, ; the 
deſign whereof was, that they ſhould Seize 
intothcir Cuſtody the Kings Children, ſzme 
Members of Parliament, the Lord Mavor, 
and Commitrteg of the Militia, all the Ciry 
B 4 Our- 
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Out-works and Forts, the Tower of Loxdon, 
and all the Magazines, then to let in the 
Kings Army toSurpize the City, to deſtroy 


all —_ z and this grounded upon refu- 
ſal of paying of Taxcs umpolcd without Au- 
thority. 

This Commiſion was brought to London 
by the Lady Aubigney, Wite to that Gallant 
Lord, who dicd of his wounds at Edze-Hil, 
and upon reccipt thereot, ſeveral Mcctings 
and Conferences were held in order to the 
Hy thereof, which was chiefly pro- 

uted by thoſe rwo Loyal Perſons, who 
made ſuch progreſs therein, that the bulinels 
was brought into ſome form ; bur fo many 
being concern'd in it, through the Treachery 
of ſome, it came to the Parliaments cares ; 
whereupon thoſe rwo Gentlemen amongſt 
others were Apprehended, and Arraigned 
betore a Council of War at Gu:[d-Hall, and 
there Sentenced to be Hanged for this Hay- 
nous Crime of Loyalty, which aeceodingk 
was Executed near their own doors, July 5, 
1643,

Aſter Daniel Kniveton, formerly a Ha- 
berdaſher in Fleetftreet, afterwards a 
Meſſenger to his late Sacred Majeſty , by 
whom he was {ent ro Loxdon to fignihe the 
King's Pleafure, That the Term of Michaelmas 
ſbowld be d;which Mefſage he delivered 
to the Judgys at Weſtmunſter-Hall , and tor per-

humane Sentence , barbarouſly Murthered

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from an Honeſt and well Reputed Parentage, 
his Father betng a Wealthy Cloathier of that 
Town ; trom which place (having atrained 
to Learning anſwerable thereto ) he was 
Tranſ-planted to St, John's Colledge in Ox- 
ford, where with great Credit and Eſtima- 
rticn he paſſed through all the Honourable 
Employments of his Colledge , 1» that his 
Worth came to be taken ſpecial Notice of, 
preferring him firit to be Chaplain to the 
Earle of Dewon-ſhire, and Proctor of the 
Univerſity, Soon atter from Bachelour of 
Divinity he proceeded to Doftor, and be- 
came Chaplain to Do&or Neal Biſhop of Ko- 
chetter, atterwards Tranſlated to Tort, who 
tor his great Abilities preterr'd him to King 
- James ; {o that now having caſt Anchor at 
Court, 'the Haven of Hope, he was by thar 
Bountifull King firſt made Prebend of Bugd-x 
and Weftminiter, next Dean of Glocefter, and 
Arch-Decacon of Huntington, then Preſident of 
his own Colledge, and not long after Biſhop 
of St, Davids, 
King James dying,his Son King Chayrls took 
im into more Eſpecial Favour, beſtowing 
on him the Biſhoprick of Zath and Wells , 
made him Dean ot his Chappel, and one of 
his Privy Council; then of _—_— 
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and Chancellor of Oxford, and laſt of all, 
Arc h-Biſhop & ( anterbary, 

As he grew thus High in the Kings Fa- 
your, fo» (as it 15 common with Princes Fa- 
vourites) was he high in diſguſt with the 
People ; tor being a Prelate who ſtood ſtitly 
tor the (tri& obſervation of the Rites of the 
Church of Exgland, which then by the grow- 
ing Power ot Non-Contormiſts were every 
where termed Innovations ; by this means 
E piſcopacy was by many Traduced, and di- 
veric Libel {cartered up and down againſt 
that Sacred Fundion,whercin (as being moſt 
Eminent) he was ſure to bear the greateſt 
burthen, falfly reporting him inclining to 
Popery, notwithſtanding his firmnels in the 
Procefiant Religion, witneſled, by that Book 
of his againſt Aſher the Jeſuire, an unan- 
{wcrable Work, which like a hammer hath 
beaten all the Romiſh Arguments into 
pieces, and of which they will never clear 
-—< vi brag and vapour what they 

leale, 
: Yet notwithſtanding this his great Learn- 
ing, Prudence, Zeal, — and other 
Graces wherewith he was ſtor'd, though he 
had done nothing worthy of Death,or Bonds,yet in 
the beginning of our Diſſcations, Ren 
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mad fury of blind zeal, like an imperuous 
torrent bore down all betore *t ; This Reve- 
rcnd Prelate was committed to the Black-Rod, 
and trom thence to the Tower, where he rC- 
mained tour years betore any Charge was 
brought againſt him, afterwards he was 1c- 
veral times brought ro the Barr of the Houtc 
ot Commons, where notwithſtanding his In- 
nocency and Integrity appearcd traniparent, 
yet being parties Warneflcs, and Judges too,

1669, at which time it is 
very remarkabie, that this Perion, who by 
his Fun&ion as a Prieſt had mo'it diſhonour- 
ef God in Preaching, and preſſing this Par- 
ricide, making uſc of his Holy Writ to this 
wicked purpoſe, had then nothing to ſay, 
butro cavil ar the Wirnefles, and that he 
was ſorry to hear of his carriage towards the 


King, 
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King (we may believe him) but he had no 
malice towards him, bue was meerly Enga- 
ged in the Army ;, He was condemned to- 
ether with Coot, and with him Ofober 16. 
wn on Iwo Hurdles to Execution, 
wherc the miterable Wretch had not a word 
to fay for himſclf, or ro God, of whom he 
faid he was abandoned : He that was fonim- 
ble and quick in all projects in this nature 
betore, was now like a Sort or a Fool, play- 
ing and toying with the (traw in the Sledge 
as he went to Execution, nay, fo ſtupid was 
he,that the Hangman was torced ro ute more 
then ordinary ſtrength ro throw him off the 
Ladder ; being almoſFhanged dead, he was 
cut down and Quarter'd, his Head fer upon 
Londox- Bridge, and his Quarters expoſed up- 
on the tops ot tome ut the City Gates, 

ILL: Daziel Axtell, who at firſt kept a 
Country Pedling-ſhop in Bedford-ſbire, and 
was double diligent in running atter Secdt- 
tious Pertons, who then vented Treaſon in 
Pulpits ; and belicying their Dodtrine tor 
currant, obey'd the Call (as he called ir) of 
thoſe blind Guides, and went forth a ſmall 
Officer to fight againſt the Mighty ; His 
grear Indultry in their Service, brought him 
attcr many Traverſes, to be a Lieytenant 
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Colonel ; and employed by Crompel out of 
Favour to him as he {aid (though the Devil 
could not have done him a greater Dit- 
courte(ic) to be Captain of the Guard at the 
Kings Tryal, where to ſhow his Complacen- 
cy to their Commands, he made his Yankee: 
ries by blows and threats, to cry out Juſtice, 
and Exccution ; much more blood had he 
contracted to his guilt, (though none com- 
parable to this) in /reland, and had as the re- 
ward of his Villanics , gotten a pretty toul 
Eſtate ; but wickedneſs ſeldome proſpers 
long, upon the Kings return, he was one of 
thote Perſons exempred by the Parhament 
out of the Act of Indempnity, and tor his 
Treaſons brought to a Tryal at Juſlice-Hall in 
the Old Baily, where notwithſtanding, he 
pleaded for himfclt with more Art and Cun- 
ningnelſs then was imagined to be found in 
him, yet were his Crimes fo Notorious as 
not to be covered with ſuch Fig-lcaves z He 
was theretore by the Jury found Gutley, 
and Sentenced to be Hanged, Drawn, and 
Quartered, which was accordingly Execu- 
red on him at 7yburz, Ofober the 19, 1660. 
His Hea41 fixed on a Pole at the furtheſt end 
of Weftminster-Hall, and his Quarters a ſpe- 
&acle on the City Gates,

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['V. Doctor Dori/laus, A Dutch School- 
Maſter, who tor ſome miſdemeanours fled 
his Country, and here became a Civillian, 
afterwards a profeſſor in the py 
Oxford, where being dilappointed of tus 
bitious Expectations, the War then on toor, 
he became the Parliaments Judge Advocate 
in their Army, by which he much betrer'd 
his broken Fortuncs , and became a great 
Aſſociate of Sir Henry Mildmay's, (who 
though raiſed by the King, was one ot, his 
greateſt Encmies, ) who promoted hum to 
that buſincſs of drawing up a Charge againlt, 
the King, the Horrtd Nature thereot peing 
ſuch, that no Exgliſbmax durſt find, or make 
a way to ſuch an Illegal, and unprecedented 
bulinets, Attcr the perperration ot that hor- 
rid Murther, he was lookt upon by the Regi» 
cides for his Abilitcs, as a fit perſon to be 
lent over as an Envoy to his Country-men, 
ro proſecure the Detignes of the Faction, 
-which would carry the better tace, being 
managed by one ot their own Subjects : Ho 
Arrived there in Afay, with great Pompand 
Attendance, in his Coach with Six Hortes 
betore, and Vengeance behind ; tor the ficit 
night, as he was at Supper there, one Co- 


loncl Whitford a Scotch-may, with fome

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Twelve other Cavelicrs, diſdaining the 
King ſhould be affronted by the impudent 
boldneſs of fuch an Audacious Traytor, ) 
cnter'd his Lodging,and with a brogd Sword 
cleft his Head and killed him, having by a 
miſtake wounded another Dutch-Afaz tor 
him art their firſt coming in; and having 
done the deed, they quictly departed, it nor 
being known (but privately) tor a long time 
after who did it. 

Tothis we may adjoyn that of Aſchams, 
another great conhdent of the Regicides , 
who being ſent ther Envoy to Spain, ſome 
lixtle while after, was ſcrved in the ſame 
manner at his Arrival at Madrid, in his Inn,

where after three dayes ſpace he dyed of his 
wounds, and was carried into Chrit-Church- 
Tard, for to be viewed, to fee it any body 
would own him ; but a hole being digged 
the Blew Coat Boyes covered him with the 
Earth, and he was never turther luokrt atter, 
The next was Roger Hodghins, a Buttan-Scllor 
in St. Clements Lane nceer Lumbard (ret x; 
Giles Pritcherd,a Cow-kecper,L-onard Gouler, 
Jonas Alen, Tohn Pjm, Willzam Orfiagham, Wil- 
liam Ajbton, Stephes Fail, Tohn Smith, William 
Corbet, Jobn ded Iohn El:(toae, Thamas Harris, 
Hobn Gardener, Rovert Bradley, Richard Martens

Theſc Twenty and On» were all brought to the 
Bar together, T#fscl cxcepred ; (their _ 
ſuccceding toon atter ther Detpatatc 
gagement) where the wounded Men had 
Chairs allowed them to tit down in, and at- 
tcr the Indictment was read , which was 
laid both ro Treaton and Murther ; Thomas 
Vennrr Was hrit called , who being asked 
Guilry or not Guilty, ran out into a wild 
Ditcourſe about his Convertation in New- 
Enyland, and concerning the Fitth Monar- 
chy, and the Tcftimony within him above 
rhete twenty years. He contefſed, He was 
1 the Late Riſing, but was not Guilty of Treaſon, 
entering not to Leavy War againſt the King ; 
and again ran out into unpertinent Stories 
and Diſcourſes as bctore ; bur being preſſed 
by the Court to Antwer to his ind Ances, 
he pleaded Not Guilty, and tor his Tryal pur 
himiclt upon God and the Country, Inthe 
like manner all the reſt uſed many rambli 
<hveriions trom the buſineſs, but at 
pleaded totheir Indictments : VWhertcupon 
the Witneſſes were {worn, who made it ap- 
r, that Vexner, Tuffnel, and Crag, (the two

ecured according to the Sentence pronoun- 
ced againſt them. FYexxer (according to the 
nature of moſt deſparare T raytors) vindica- 
ting Himfclt and his Fa&t,being conhdent he 
ſaid, That the trame was at hand when other judge- 
ment would be, refletims much upon th: Govern- 
ment ; Burt it the one was mad, the other 
raved, Hodgtms in way of Praying, Calling 
down Vengeance from Heaven upon the King, the 
Tudpes, and the City of London ; nor would he 
leave, until the Hangraan by the Sheriff's or- 
der turn'd him off the Ladder, ſo that as they 
lived in a mad Religion, they died a5 mad}, 
in the ſame : Their Quarters were ſet npon 
the Four Gares of the City, by the late Ex- 
ecured Regicides , whole quarrel and re- 
venge they underrogk, in this deſparatre at- 
tempt, and their Heads upon Poles as loving- 
ly by ſome of them on London-Bridge. 

The ſame day Giles Pritchard, a Com-keeper, 
and another of them were Executed in 
Cheap-fide, and on the Munday following, be- 
ing the 21, of 7», Nize more of them were 
Executed art five ſeveral places, (w1z.)

To theſe we may add one Joby James, a

Their Commander in Chuct was to be Lud- 
lav, and one Colonel Danters,, Mater Nye, 
Maſter Lock1er,Lievicnant Strange ; the Ca 
tains, Spexcer and Tawyerarr WELE favourab 
tothe 1'chgn 5 Their Councils was carried 
on by Six. who never fat twice in a k-lace, 
nor could be known tq any twp ; Deal Caſtle 
in Kent, and Windſor was promiled to be 
theirs, This Treatonable Plot was by one
